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Law Dept, offers opinions on proposed 
dormitory in Feeding Hills

A dormitory proposed by C & E Tobacco, Inc. on 
North West Street could be subject to reasonable reg¬ 
ulation by the town, according to the Agawam Law 
Department (ALD). 

The Law Dept., at the request of Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen and Building Inspector Nick Urbinati, 
researched several issues relative to the site plan for 
the proposed housing. The Law Dept, came to three 
conclusions. 

The first is that the Agawam Planning Board should 
not have approved the site plan with the condition that 
a “letter must be received from the Inspector of 
Buildings indicating whether the proposed uses are 
allowed in this location.” 

Secondly, the Law Dept, concluded that C & E 
must apply for a special permit from the Zoning Board 
of Appeals (ZBA) for the proposed use of a new non¬ 
existing building for an agricultural exemption under 
Massachusetts General Law (MGL). 

And finally, the Law Dept, concluded that if the pro¬ 
posed new building is deemed a subordinate building, 
the use of which is accessory or incidental to the main 
or principal agricultural, such use may be reasonably 
regulated. 

Cohen asked Town Solicitor Thomas Locke to 
research the issue, which has been a topic of heated 


debate for several months. 

The Law Dept.’s research found that there is no 
mention of dormitories anywhere in Agawam's charter 
or by-laws. 

“There’s no definition of dormitories and we don’t 
have anything that addresses dormitories," Cohen 
said. “We don’t have a law for that. That’s why I feel it 
should go to the ZBA.” 

More than a dozen residents of the North West 
Street area of Feeding Hills spoke against the pro¬ 
posed dormitory during last week’s Town Council 
meeting. Several of those speakers blasted the mayor 
and councilors for not doing more about the issue. 

“I had to wait to see what the Planning Board was 
going to do,” Cohen said. “Then I asked the Law 
Department to review it. As mayor, I have an obliga¬ 
tion to the citizens who are adamantly against this, but 
I cannot interfere. 

“The Planning Board, Zoning Board and Liquor 
Licensing Board are all autonomous agents. If the 
Planning Board wished to, they could rescind its 
approval of the plan and C & E would have to go to 
the ZBA.” 

The issue is on the ZBA agenda Thursday, June 
14th at 6:30 p.m. at the Middle School, and also at the 
Planning Board Meeting, Thursday, June 21st.

Resident strongly objects 
to dormitory in town 

To The Editor: 

I write in opposition to the dormitory proposed for 
construction in the Feeding Hills area. 

It’s sad to know that such a structure was approved 
by the Planning Board to be set in the middle of a 
beautiful residential area. 

Many who reside in the Northwest St., Karen Lynn 
Circle area are facing problems with septic systems. 
These residents have asked for city sewer, but noth¬ 
ing has been done to accommodate them. Now they 
are faced with a proposed dormitory which would only 
create more problems.

But it was evident after commit¬ 
tee members began discussing and debating, the

relative ease. Mrs. Dawson voted yes on each 
amendment during a rather fascinating debate that 

To make matters worse is the issue of buses/vehi¬ 
cles transporting workers to and from their destina¬ 
tions.

The buses/vehicles used for transportation would 
be housed on the dormitory site. These vehicles will 
require regular maintenance.

Once a dormitory is placed on the land, there is 
nothing that can prevent a second or third structure to 
follow. 

I find it hard to believe that anyone would consider 
housing people in a 100-square-foot per person area.

What I am opposed to is the product that this farmer 
is proposing to produce - tobacco. 

I ask the residents of Agawam to stand with those 
who reside in the Northwest St., Karen Lynn Circle 
area to oppose a dormitory on this site or any other 
area of Agawam.

AHS Class of 2001 one 
of the most memorable 

To The Editor: 

On Thursday evening, June 7th, Agawam High 
School conducted its Awards Night for the outstand¬ 
ing Class of 2001. Two-hundred class members were 
invited to this event to receive awards and/or scholar¬ 
ships. 

Faculty administrative staff, town officials, School 
Committee members, family, and friends gathered 
together to recognize this record-setting group of 
young adults. 

Academically, the Class of 2001 ranks among the 
best; 143 members, or 52% of this class, have an 80 
or above average; 93 of this 143 have 85 and above, 
and 45 of this 93, or 16% of the class, have 90 or bet¬ 
ter averages. 

Ninety-eight gradutes, or over one-third of the 
class, graduated with special honors as members of 
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the National Honor Society or as Pro Merito gradu¬ 
ates; 43 Honor Society and 55 Pro Merito. 

James Wisniewski, an outstanding member of this 
class, has been named a National Merit Scholarship 
winner at Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute. Jim was 
one of the 7.900 winners out of 1,200,000 participants 
who took the qualifying exam and after attaining semi¬ 
finalist status last fall, submitted the required applica¬ 
tion documenting his achievements at Agawam High. 

Both the valedicatorian and salutatorian, Corinne 
Butova and Nicole Dominick, have better than a 99 
average and will attend Holy Cross in the fall. 

Members of the Class of 2001 were accepted at 
104 different schools and will be attending 53 different 
two- and four-year institututions. 

Of the 104 schools, 17 are rated as very to most 
difficult schools in terms of their acceptance rates. 

Our seniors will be attending nine of these schools, 
including George Washington University, Smith 
College, Boston Univesity, Holy Cross, Tulane 
University, Worcester Polytechnic Institute, 
Rensselaer Polytechnic Insititute, Vassar, and 
Providence College. 

One hundred-twenty seniors will be attending four- 
year colleges and universities. This is 44% of the 
entire class. One hundred-four students, or 38% of 
the class, will enter community college in the fall. One 
students will attend prep school and another will be 
training as a flight attendent, bringing the total per¬ 
centage of graduates pursuing further education to 
82%. 

Fourteen members of the Class of 2001 have cho¬ 
sen to enter the military - five, Marines; three, Air 
Force; three, Army; one, National Guard; one, Mass. 
Army National Guard; and one, Coast Guard. 

Thirty-seven students have indicated a desire to 
enter the job market and three are still undecided. 

Our students will now represent Agawam in all cor¬ 
ners of the country, from Santa Clara University in 
California. Tulane University in Louisiana, St. 
Michael’s College in Vermont, to the Mass. Maritime 
Academy at Buzzard Bay, Cape Cod. 

They will be examples of the quality of education 
they received at Agawam High. 

We as a staff are proud of our work and especially 
of our students’ achievements and are constantly 
working to improve Agawam High. 
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Presently, in addition to the Academic 
Coordinators, two separate committees, including a 
School Committee member, several staff, and admin¬ 
istrators, are looking at our curriculum, school organ¬ 
ization, graduation requirements, etc. There is not a 
feeling of "hopelessness” at the High School. This is 
not a political isue. The ongoing improvement of the 
High School is an educational issue that the staff is 
deeply involved in. 

To make unfounded negative statements only 
casts a negative shadow over a wonderful group of 
students and their successes. 

An official at the Springfield Symphony Hall went 
out of his way at graduation rehearsal to indicate that 
our students were the most behaved of any of the 
schools he had seen so far at rehearsals. 

This is a tribute to the school, the parents, the com¬ 
munity, and especially to the Class of 2001. We wish 
them all the luck in the world as they chase their indi¬ 
vidual dreams.

John Quill, 84, of Agawam, a pioneer in broadcast 
meteorology and a long-time Channel 22 News mete¬ 
orologist, died recently at Mercy Medical Center in 
Springfield. 

Quill was probably the country’s oldest television 
meteorologist when he retired on his 84th birthday last 
August 12th. 

He went to work for William L. Putnam’s TV Station 
WWLP in 1953, and was hired after an audition in 
which he used a music stand and a weather map torn 
from a newspaper. His career there spanned 47 
years. 

Quill had previously showed a bent for technology 
when he designed Radio Station WJOY in Burlington, 
Vermont, and went to work for it. 

He broadcast weather for WWLP for 47 years, dur¬ 
ing which he earned a wide following of fans across 
Western Massachusetts. 

WWLP Vice-President and General Manager 
William Pepin said, “John will be greatly missed by 
everyone who knew him at the station. His dedication 
to his work, and his great respect for everyone, 
endeared him to people here and throughout Western 
Massachusetts.” 


After reading a TV Guide article on television 
broadcasters being used as commercial pitchmen, 
Quill gave live endorsements for such companies as 
Third National Bank and Myers Awnings Co. 

Born in Canton, he grew up in Stoughton and lived 
in Springfield before moving to Agawam in 1968. 

He attended American International College and 
was a radio operator in the Merchant Marine during 
World War II. 

Quill's passion was not limited to weather. He loved 
composing music and ballroom dancing. 

A lullaby he composed was once performed by the 
Trinity College choir in Hartford, and he once played 
in a three-piece combo in local taverns. 

He was inducted two years ago into the Silver 
Circle of the National Academy of Television Arts and 
Sciences, and belonged to the prestigious American 
Meteorological Society. He received a Lifetime 
Achievement Award from the Boston Chapter of the 
Associated Press. 

He was a communicant of St. John the Evangelist 
Church, and a member of the Elks Club. 

His first wife, the former Anita D. Mongeon, died in 
1967.

approves increase in 
school lunch costs

The Agawam School Committee voted 6-1 June 
12th to increase the price of school lunches by 30 
cents. 

Deputy Superintendent of Schools Donald Charest 
said Tuesday the increase is still less than what other 
area schools charge. "Most school s are at the $2 
mark,” he said. 

The lunch program is independent of the School 
Department’s budget, and is supported completely on 
lunch sales. However, the School Committee must 
approve price increases and it’s been several years 
since an increase request was made, Charest said. 

“It’s not a profit-making program, but we do need to 
break even,” Charest said. 

According to Charest and Joseph Liquori, director 
of Food Services for the school system, the lunch pro¬ 
gram is not breaking even, despite recent changes. 

“We’ve taken large steps forward in the quality of 
food we’re serving our youngsters," said Charest. “It's 
a change for the good.'’ 

School Committee member Susan Dawson, who 
voted against the increase, said her three children 
often complain that after eating school lunches, 
they’re still hungry because not enough food is 
served. . ' 

Charest acknowledged that efforts are being made 
toward improving the lunch program and their efforts 
do continue to improve it. 

He said one reason the program is not breaking 
even is because there are currently fewer children 
receiving free or discounted lunches than usual. 
Although it seems an ironic statement, Charest said 
the program is actually government subsidized for 
those free and discounted lunches. 

“We make a profit off these types of sales, ” he said. 
“The economy’s been good so we don’t have those 
numbers.” 

The profits made from those lunches normally help 
defray other costs. School Committee member Susan 
Pettazzoni asked how people were being informed of 
the free and discounted lunch options. 

“We advertise in newspapers in the back to school 
issues and every youngster goes home with an appli¬ 
cation,” Charest said. 

In order to try to cut down expenses, Liquori said 
he has been cutting employee hours since the seniors 
left Agawam High School. 

Committee member Linda Galarneau worried 
about the adverse effects this could have and ques¬ 
tioned the way food service employees were sched¬ 
uled, suggesting they could multi-task (so that fewer 
employees with more hours could be utilized, rather 
than more employees working just two or three hour 
shifts which are then cut-back). 

“I feel confident that the employees realize these 
are 10 month positions and understand the hours are 
as needed," Liquori sai d. __

Skin care 

Question: I am an active person and have a hard 
time keeping up with the needs of my skin, which 
seems to change direction as much as I do. HELP! 

Answer: This seems to be a familiar question, and 
one that does need attention! From the workplace to 
the gym, the car to the airport, in your garden, or a 
much needed rest on an island, your skin takes the 
front seat in abuse. Your face alone has over 20,000 
pores that react to the environment. Become dedicat¬ 
ed to taking care of your skin each day by determin¬ 
ing where you will be spending most of your time. 

If the bulk of the day is spent indoors, then a sim¬ 
ple jar of moisturizing cream will be all you need. If 
you are working near a window, use a sunscreen of 
SPF-15, as windows do not filter out UVA rays 
(responsible for pigmentation problems). Working 
with paper or chalk, in water or with chemicals, apply 
moisturizer at least three times a day to skin. If a long 
drive in the country or a business trip in the car will be 
eating up the hours, then remember to apply a sun¬ 
screen of at least SPF-30 and concentrate on the left 
side of your body if you will be driving. Adjust the tem¬ 
perature in your vehicle gradually to avoid skin shock 
and keep a window open a crack to keep the air cir¬ 
culating. Dress in layers so that you can regulate your 
body temperature safely. Keep a bottle of drinking 
water handy to avoid dehydration. 

Will you be heading out for that long awaited hike 
in the mountains? Again, don't skimp on the sun¬ 
screen! Use a broad-spectrum sunscreen formula 
with SPF of 30-45 and pay full attention to the nose. 
For every 1,000 feet of altitude, there is a seven to 10 
percent increase in UV light. High altitudes make the 
chance for a sunburn as dangerous as sitting on the 
beach in the summer. Protect the eyes with UV-filter- 
ing sunglasses that wrap around. These will also help 
prevent squint lines from forming. Your lips also need 
protection from the elements and from involuntary 
licking. Keep lip balm with SPF 45 in your pocket and 
apply often. 

Lucky you - a 12-hour flight to paradise awaits you! 
Just remember that the humidity level in an airplane 
is half of what your skin is used to on the ground, so 
lather on the moisturizer. You may also want to think 
about going easy on alcohol consumption; this can 
speed up dehydration. Keep hands washed and 
moisturized often, as planes can be a breeding 
ground for cold and flu germs. ‘Secret - don’t hate 
those horrible lights in that tiny bathroom. They are 
great for plucking those hard-to-see stray eyebrow 
hairs! 

Now that you’ve hit the water, it is important to gob 
on the moisturizer before you put on that wet suit so 
that the emollients sink into your skin. When you are 
in and out of the water for endless hours, the evapo¬ 
ration rate of the moisture on your skin goes up. Apply 
lotion while still damp to help seal in the skin’s natural 
moisture. Use waterproof sunscreen and don’t worry 
about being in salt water. This will not dry out your 
skin any more than fresh water will. In fact, it can be 
soothing to irritated skin.

“Organ Dedication Concert” at Agawam Congregational 


On Sunday, May 20th, at 4:00 p.m., an ‘‘Organ 
Dedication Concert” was held at the Agawam 
Congregational Church, 745 Main Street. 

In 1998, major renovations were undertaken at the 
church. These included a new roof, siding, and low- 
energy windows; complete painting of the sanctuary; 
and new drapes, curtains, and sound system. The 
steeple was painted with the weathervane done in 
gold leaf. The kitchen was updated with a new stove, 
refrigerator, and freezer. 

The 1905 organ was completely dismantled and 
repaired. Pipes were replaced, and new pipes added 
(with over 1,200 pipes now in place). 

In 2002, the parsonage was completely renovated, 
as the church welcomed its newest pastor, Rev. Earl 
E. Eisenbach, and his wife, Barbara. 

During the May 20th concert, the newly-restored 
organ was officially dedicated to the memory of Mrs. 
Eleanor Toussaint, who passed away last year. Mrs. 
Toussaint served the Agawam Congregational Church 
as organist and choir director for 50 years, retiring in 
1993 with the title of Organist Emeritus. A graduate of 
Central High School and Oberlin Conservatory of 
Music, she taught piano and organ and was a past 
Dean of the Springfield Chapter, American Guild of 
Organists. 

Mrs. Toussaint was a member of the Agawam 
Congregational Church and its Ladies Aid Society, a 
Girl Scout leader, and a member of the Agawam 
Woman’s Club. During her 50 years as organist at the 
church, she enriched the lives of many children (as 
well as adults) with her musical knowledge, and she is 
fondly remembered by former Junior and Senior Choir 


members. 

The restoration of the organ was carried out by 
William E. Baker, an organ technician who established 
his business in Western Massachusetts in the mid 
1970’s. Others who have worked directly on this proj¬ 
ect included Christopher DiNardi, Steve Russell, and 
Thomas F. Sturm (they assisted Baker at his shop in 
Hatfield and at the church). 

The organist during the dedication concert was 
David Spicer, the Minister of Music and the Arts of 
First Church of Christ in Wethersfield, CT. He is also 
house organist at the Bushnell Memorial Hall in 
Hartford, CT, and serves on the faculty of Central 
Connecticut State University. Spicer is dedicated to 
the idea that Christianity and music - two of the great¬ 
est forces in the world - can effectively merge “to wash 
away the dust of everyday life” from our souls. 

Following the program, a reception was provided 
by the Friendship Committee, Missionary Committee, 
Fellowship Guild, and Senior Choir. Flowers were 
given in memory of Eleanor Toussaint by the Flower 
Committee. 

The May 20th program was recorded and will be 
available on CD.

Forgiveness... 

Forgiveness is one of those things many of us think 
we are pretty comfortable with, but then, upon reflec¬ 
tion, come to realize we actually struggle with. One of 
the reasons some people struggle with forgiveness is 
the notion that some of the wrong things we do are not 
important enough to warrant the need for forgiveness. 
For example, ethical philosophers wonder if stealing a 
cookie is morally equivalent to stealing a large sum of 
money. Others’ struggle with forgiveness is on the 
opposite side of the scale; that some crimes are 
beyond forgiveness. Some of those people might 
have been appalled at the suggestion or prayer 
offered by President Bush regarding Timothy 
McVeigh, that the monstrous Oklahoma City bomber 
receive God’s mercy, along with several hundred of 
his victims. 

It should come as a surprise to no one that Jesus, 
the author of forgiveness, can give us insight on the 
topic of forgiveness. A Pharisee invited Jesus to 
have dinner with him. So Jesus went to the 
Pharisee’s home and got ready to eat. When a sin¬ 
ful woman in that town heard that Jesus was 
there, she bought a bottle of expensive perfume. 
Then she came and stood behind Jesus. She cried 
and started washing His feet with her tears and 
drying them with her hair. The woman kissed His 
feet and poured the perfume on them. The 
Pharisee was horrified by this, and doubted to himself 
why, if Jesus was a prophet, He would allow this 
woman of such ill repute to touch Him, or even to 
come near Him. 

Jesus said to the Pharisee, “Simon, I have 
something to say to you. Two people were in debt 
to a moneylender. One of them owed him 500 sil¬ 
ver coins, and the other owed him 50. Since nei¬ 
ther of them could pay him back, the moneylend¬ 
er said that they didn’t have to pay him anything. 
Which of them will like him more?” Simon said, “I 
suppose it would be the one who owed more.” 
"You're right,” Jesus said. 

From this seemingly simple story we learn some 
profound truths. In Jesus’ story, we can perceive that 
the silver coins represent what we owe to God, as 
payment for our wrongdoing. Some of us identify with 
the person who owed 500 silver coins, while others 
identify with the person owing 50. The point is that 
each of us owes something. Most of us have said at 
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some time or another, “Well, nobody’s perfect!” And 
we are right, nobody is. The Bible says the exact 
same thing, only with different words. The Bible’s way 
of saying “nobody’s perfect” is, For all have sinned 
and fallen short of the glory of God. 

The other point of Jesus’ story, in case anybody 
missed it, is that neither of the debtors could repay 
their debt, and neither can we. The Bible tells us that 
the wages of sin is death. That means that the 
penalty for sin is death. Sin, in God’s eye, is sin. It is 
not measured, nor quantified. The wages of sin, both 
great and small, is the same. To some of us, that 
sounds terribly unfair. But think of it this way. Suppose 
you are towing your car away from a pond with a 
chain. While you’re going up the hill, the chain breaks. 
Where does your car end up? In the pond! When you 
examine your chain, you come to find out it was just 
one small link, indeed, the smallest link, which broke. 
You may think it is somehow terribly unfair that your 
car is now literally sucking pond water, but your opin¬ 
ion doesn’t change things. 

Going back to Jesus and the Pharisee, Jesus 
pointed out to him that he, the Pharisee, had not 
made any moves to suggest he was truly welcoming 
Jesus, much less that he understood His purpose. 
Then Jesus said to the woman, “Your sins are 
forgiven.” Some of the other guests started say¬ 
ing to one another, “Who is this who dares to for¬ 
give sins?” But Jesus told the woman, "Because 
of your faith, you are now saved. May God give 
you peace!" 

The notion that God wants to forgive our sins did 
not originate with Jesus. Forgiveness is possible 
because of what Jesus did on the cross, accepting the 
wages for our sins, but forgiveness itself has long 
been on God’s list of priorities for our lives. For exam¬ 
ple, in Psalm 32 we read: Our God, You bless 
everyone whose sins You forgive and wipe away. 
You bless them by saying, "You told Me your sins, 
and now I forgive you.” Before I confessed my 
sins, my bones felt limp, and I groaned all day 
long. So I confessed my sins and told them all to 
You. Then You forgave me and took away my 
guilt. 

When we struggle with the seeming simplicity and 
even ease of being forgiven by God for our sins, both 
great and small, we're actually in good company. The 
early Church struggled as well with letting go of what 
we think we can do to merit forgiveness. The truth is 
that none of us deserves to be forgiven by God, but 
that should not stop any of us from being forgiven by 
God. The Apostle Paul wrote, / have been nailed to 
the cross with Christ. I have died, but Christ lives 
in me. And now / live by faith in the Son of God, 
who loved me and gave His life for me. I don't turn 
my back on God’s undeserved kindness. If we can 
be acceptable to God by obeying the Law (ie: the 
rules), it was useless for Christ to die.

The plaintiff followed up with an orthopedic surgeon 
who confirmed a torn rotator cuff (right shoulder) via 
an MRI and bone scan. Arthroscopic debridement of 
the rotator cuff tear as well as AC joint excision was 
recommended.

Guidelines for appearing in the 
courtroom (part 1 of 2)... 

1. It is a good idea to dress in a way that shows 
you respect the formality of the court. Halters, 
worn-out dungarees, old tee-shirts, and date/party 
clothes are not the best choices. You should remove 
your hat before going into the courtroom. Don’t chew 
gum or eat candy/other food. 

2. Always stand when the judge leaves or 
enters the courtroom. The court officer will tell you 
when to sit and stand, but if you are in doubt, stand 
when the judge is standing, it is usually okay to sit 
down once the judge is seated, unless you are speak¬ 
ing with the judge. 

3. When the judge talks to you, you should 
stand and then speak. Remain standing as long 
as you and the judge are talking. You may need to 
stay standing even if the judge talks to the person on 
the other side of your case. If you are in doubt, ask 
the judge if you may be seated when you finish talk¬ 
ing. 

4. The judge will let you know when he or she 
wants you to speak. The courtroom is definitely a 
place where you should speak only when you are 
spoken to, and even then, you must be careful. For 
example, you should not get into an argument or 
even a discussion-with the other side in front of 
the judge. Court procedures require that people 
speak to the judge, or answer formal questions of the 
other side if the judge allows what is called “examina¬ 
tion of the witnesses." Otherwise, you need the 
judge’s permission to speak with someone else. 

5. Speak clearly. You need to talk and not just nod 
or shake your head because court proceedings are 
tape-recorded for the record. Try and listen carefully 
to the questions you are asked. Answer the question 
by trying to be direct and to the point.

In the Commonwealth of Massachusetts ... 

June proclaimed “Myasthenia Gravis Awareness Month 
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If you saw someone with droopy eyelids, slurred 
speech, and a slow (perhaps stumbling) walk, you 
might wonder why. That person might have 
Myasthenia Gravis, an autoimmune neuromuscular 
disease. 

Myasthenia Gravis, or MG (as it is called), is a 
chronic disease characterized by abnormal weakness 
of the voluntary muscles of the body. Symptoms may 
include droopy eyelids, double vision, slurred speech, 
and difficulty with chewing, swallowing, talking, walk¬ 
ing, carrying things, or breathing. 

Everyone is not affected in the same way, and 
symptoms and severity vary. 

These symptoms frequently create such a diagnos¬ 
tic dilemma that physicians unfamiliar with the disor¬ 
der may not recognize the characteristics to make an 
appropriate diagnosis. For this reason, it is probable 
that the prevalence rate is actually higher than the 
current estimated 14 per 100,000 individuals. 

The National Annual Meeting of the Myasthenia 
Gravis Foundation was recently held in Cleveland. 
Centering on the theme of "Awareness is the Best 
Medicine," the meeting focused on the positive strides 
that have been made for people living with MG. Two 
well-known physicians in the field of MG - Dr. Mark 
Agius of the University of California, and Dr. Robert 
Ruff of the Cleveland Veterans Affairs Medical Center 
- presented information on current MG research. They

believe that breakthroughs in basic immunology or 
cell biology may have a profound impact on MG 
research. 

There have been major advances in the treatment 
of MG in recent years. 

Although there is no known cure for MG, the avail¬ 
able treatments are sufficiently effective that most 
patients will show excellent improvement and can 
lead nearly normal lives. 

The various forms of treatment include medications 
(Mestinon, Prednisone, Imuran, Cyclosporine), 
thymectomy (surgery to remove the thymus gland), 
plasmapheresis (removal of abnormal antibodies from 
the bloodstream), and IVIG treatments (the addition of 
good antibodies to the bloodstream). 

Gov. Jane Swift has joined the national effort to 
educate the public about this little-known disease by 
issuing a proclamation stating that June is 
“Myasthenia Gravis Awareness Month” in 
Massachusetts. Proclamations have also been issued 
in several cities and towns in Massachusetts and 
southern New Hampshire.

The ongoing love story about our life with our 
daughter, Julia, will continue next week. This 
week, \ want to share a story I recently wrote 
(while attending a workshop) that invited the par¬ 
ticipants to describe a real-life dramatic moment 
that depicts my role in my family of origin.

CAUGHT IN THE MIDDLE 

The scene opens with two loud screams from the 
floor below our second-floor bedrooms. I was 12 
years-old. 

We were awaken by two loud screams from my 
mother. They could be faintly heard through our bed¬ 
room floor. This was not an unusual experience for us 
kids. So, we all remained in our beds wide-eyed and 
anxiously alert, not knowing what was going to hap¬ 
pen this time. 

Another even louder shriek trumpeted our charge 
from our beds. Jeanne (16), the eldest, got to the top 
of the staircase landing first. She was followed by my 
younger brothers. John (10) - the quiet, silent one - 
arrived next. Denis (6), who could never do anything 
right, swiftly jumped out of his bed and pulled up 
alongside me. We all sat on the steps, fearfully listen¬ 
ing for what might happen next. 
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“DANIEL!!!” my mother screamed at the top of her 
lungs. Daniel, the meek and sensitive one, knew how 
to handle everyone. I led the charge down the worn, 
carpeted stairs past the open sliding doors into the liv¬ 
ing room.

I nervously moved in to grab the clinging, out¬ 
stretched arms of little Mike, who continued to wail 
with fright. Jeanne came mothering (as she always 
did), not yet sufficiently overwhelmed to freeze up like 
mom.

The 24 vertebrae of your spine are separated from 
one another by pads of cartilage called discs. These 
discs have a fairly tough outer layer, with a soft interi¬ 
or to cushion against the shocks and strains experi¬ 
enced as you move and put various stresses on your 
spine.

Dysmenorrhea & PMS 

A study was recently conducted to assess whether 
topically applied heat for menstrual pain compared 
with ibuprofen could provide relief for patients. 
Heating pads and hot water bottles have long been 
used for the treatment of menstrual pain. 

However, until recently, this therapy has not been 
evaluated with scientific methods and research. The 
study found that continuous low-level heat was as 
effective as ibuprofen for treatment of dysmenorrhea. 
The findings support the traditional use of topical heat 
for the relief of pain associated with menstruation. 

Another condition that women suffer associated 
with the menstrual cycle is PMS (premenstrual syn¬ 
drome). This is characterized by symptoms that 
develop 7-14 days prior to menstruation. Typical

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Herniated discs are also called protruding, bulging, 
ruptured, prolapsed, slipped, or degenerated discs. 
There are fine distinctions between these terms, but 
all really refer to a disc that is no longer in its normal 
condition and/or position. Herniated discs cause pain 
by impinging on (intruding upon, irritating, and pinch¬ 
ing) and even injuring nerves in the spinal column. 

Most disc herniation takes place in the lower back 
(lumbar spine). The second most common site of her¬ 
niation is the neck (cervical spine). A herniated lumbar 
disc may send pain shooting down through your but¬ 
tock and thigh into the back of your leg (sciatica). 
Cervical disc herniation may cause pain in the shoul¬ 
der. arm, and hand . 

Herniated discs can cause muscle weakness, 
make it hard to get up when you’ve been sitting or 
lying down, and cause pain when you strain to do 
something (even when you cough or sneeze). They 
sometimes produce pain in the lower right side of the 
abdomen. Herniated discs may also affect nerves to 
the bladder and bowel, causing incontinence. This 
symptom signals the need for immediate, emergency 
attention. 

WHAT CAN CHIROPRACTIC DO? 

There is broad acceptance among health care pro¬ 
breast pain, backache, abdominal bloating, and 
swelling of the fingers and ankles. 

The dietary recommendations for PMS include: fol¬ 
low a vegetarian or predominantly vegetarian diet. 
Increase consumption of plant foods (vegetables, 
fruits, lengumes, whole grains, nuts and seeds); con¬ 
sume small to moderate quantities of meat and dairy 
products; reduce fat and sugar intake; increase con¬ 
sumption of soy foods; eliminate caffeine intake; keep 
salt intake low. 

Important nutritional supplements include B6 and 
magnesium. Vitamin B6 is critical to maintaining hor¬ 
monal balance. Magnesium deficiency is strongly 
implicated as a cause in PMS. 

Several studies have shown that women who are 
engaged in a regular exercise program do not suffer 
from PMS nearly as often as sedentary women. 
Exercise elevates endorphin levels and lowers corti¬ 
sol levels, thus having a positive effect on negative 
mood states and physical symptoms. 

There are a variety of healthy, natural approaches 
to PMS and menstrual pain. Good nutrition, exercise, 
vitamins, and use of topical heat can help symptoms 
greatly.

Add 1 TB minced garlic, 1 TB horserad¬ 
ish, and 2 TB Worcestershire. Now, add 12 small ten¬ 
der oysters (shucked, of course). 

Cook ‘til liquid is reduced; add a shot of brandy, 
1/4C heavy cream, and 2 TB butter. Cover with bread 
crumbs and Swiss cheese (grated). Place into a hot 
oven ‘til cheese is melted and sen/e immediately. 
Serve with garlic bread. 

Take a loaf of French bread, cut in half. Spread with 
softened butter, fresh garlic, and sprinkle with parsley 
and dill. Place into a very hot oven ‘til golden and cut 
into individual servings. 

A salad with a mustard vinaigrette goes well with 
this meal. Take 3 TB red wine vinegar, 2 TB Dijon 
mustard, 1/4C olive oil, 2 TB water, and some fresh 
tarragon (wisked together over fresh greens).

Jambalaya - I love rice dishes. You can use any 
type of rice in this dish, short- or long-grain. I prefer 
Uncle Ben’s long-grain rice. I start off with 1/2C red 
bell pepper (you can use the green), 1/2C celery, and 
1/2C onion - all diced small. Then, in 3-4 TB olive oil, 

I start to saute ‘til softened. Now, add as much red 
pepper flakes as you would like (I think the dish 
should be spicy), 2TB crushed garlic, and 1/2 Lb. of 
cooked and sliced hot Italian sausage. 

I make mine in a very large, cast-iron skillet: 3C 
chicken stock, 2 TB Worcestershire, 2-3 dashes of 
Frank’s Red Hot Sauce, a pinch of thyme and 8oz. of 
tomato sauce. When bubbling, add 1-1/2C rice. 
Simmer ‘til rice is softened. If you are drying out and 
the rice is not done, add a little more stock. At the end, 
add 1/2 Lb. shrimp or crawfish tails to the mix (heat ‘til 
shrimp are cooked); mix together and serve.

Heartbreakers for AHS baseball & 
Western Mass, title games go tc 

Varsity softball... 

Last-inning run pushes Panthers 
past AHS and into winner’s circle

With two outs in the bottom of the seventh, the ten¬ 
sion in the air was so thick, perhaps you could almost 
taste it, smell it, see it. Certainly, everyone at the 
Division I Western Mass, championship game 
between top-seeded Cathedral and fourth-seeded 
Agawam High could reach out and grab it. 

In about as dramatic a moment that even the best 
TV writer could script, the Panthers pushed across 
one single run to give them a 1-0 victory over the 
Brownies on about as beautiful a late spring day as 
anyone could ask for over at the University of 
Massachu- setts-Amherst. 

It marked the first WMass. title for the Purple 
Panthers since the 1980’s, and it came over a 
Brownie team that had matched them pitch for pitch, 
batter for batter, and out for out after six and two- 
thirds innnings of scoreless, pressure-packed softball. 

Once the Brownies recorded that all-important sec¬ 
ond out, with no runners on, in the bottom of the sev¬ 
enth, the huge crowd began to settle into a mindset 
that extra innings would rule the day. Some Brownie 
faithful were chatting about what portion of the batting 
order would appear in the top of the eighth. 

An innocent, bloop single against junior hurler 
Katie Ludwig, who had fired a whale of a game to this 
point, was the beginning of an ending that left virtual¬ 
ly everyone in a state of shock on both sides. 

Ludwig then issued a walk to the next hitter, putting 
runners on first and second with two outs. The noise 
level began to increase and it was squirm city for the 
Brownies. 

A single to left pushed the all-important runner on 
second to third, but she dared not try to score. 

Instead, with the bases full, Cathedral’s nine hitter 
hit a grounder to Agawam’s All-Western Mass, short¬ 
stop Jill Gendron. In the minds of the Brownies’ parti¬ 
sans, that’s where they collectively would have want¬ 
ed the ball to go. Gendron has been a human vacuum 
cleaner in this, her final season playing the key infield 
spot so brilliantly for the Brownies. Gendron came up 
to the ball, it took a bad hop (unfortunate hop, call it 
whatever), but Gendron’s throw to senior second 
baseman Tiffany Blackman arrived after the runner 
had secured the bag. 

Of course, in the meantime, the runner on third had 
crossed the plate in front of freshman catcher Theresa 
Bonavita and the delirium (purple delirium, that is) 
ensued -1-0, Cathedral. Game, set, and match. 

Don’t blame Gendron. Bad hops happen and that 
little change of direction taken by the ball caused a 
split-second delay on the play. That’s all that was 
needed. Besides, without all the plays this kid had 
made dating back to the very first gaijne in mid-April, 
Agawam would have been home reading about the 
championship game instead of living out a dream of 
playing in one. 

The Brownies were a bit snakebitten in this one as 
-well. Cathedral’s All-Western Mass, hurler Kristi 

* * * 


Guzzo allowed the Brownies just three hits. But the 
locals did have their share of putting serious lumber 
on the ball, only to see it rifled directly at Cathedral 
fielders. 

Agawam’s first hit came from Bonavita in the fifth, 
but she never left the first-base bag after Guzzo 
induced three straight infield outs. 

In the sixth, senior Keegan Clark took a walk. She 
moved to second on a nifty sacrifice bunt by 
Blackman. Senior Amanda Merola forced Blackman 
at second base on a fielder’s choice to put runners on 
first and third with two outs. 

The battle between the All-Western Mass pitcher, 
Guzzo, and Agawam’s All-Western Mass shortstop, 
Gendron (easily one of the region’s top players) was 
on. Gendron smashed a rocket right at the shortstop 
and the threat was foiled. 

The effort by Ludwig had to be particularly encour¬ 
aging for first-year Agawam Coach Courtnie Hyland. 
Ludwig got the big hook from her very early in 
Agawam’s wild, 8-7, extra-inning, quarterfinal victory 
over Taconic at Harmon Smith Field the previous 
week. 

Ludwig spun a masterful web in Agawam’s upset, 
4-2 victory over top-seeded Holyoke (21-1 going in) 
three days before, also at UMass.-Amherst. Hyland 
was proud as a peacock over the performance of her 
team (even though they lost), realizing that the 
Brownies had been on a wonderful run that ended 
with two outs in the bottom of the seventh.

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“Outside my window”: Some rare birds m Agawam

This year, early spring brought many gifts from 
Mother Nature to my home on the banks of the 
Connecticut River. Gifts that I had never been blessed 
with previously. Seventeen years ago when I moved 
to Agawam, eagle sightings were nonexistent on my 
property. Through the years, there have been occa¬ 
sional sightings of a female, or a male, or an individ¬ 
ual eaglet. 

This spring, in the old swamp maple on the banks 
of the river, I was fortunate enough to have a mature 
male and female bald eagle land on a single branch 
and stay with me long enough for me to identify and 
enjoy them and snap a couple of photos. The male 
flew away first and then returned to a lower branch on 
a neighbor’s tree and enjoyed a lunch of a fresh-killed 
small animal or fish, all before my eyes. Both events 
were a rare and exciting experience for me. I’ve been 
told that a new eagles’ nest has been spotted this year 
on "Tom’s Island” in Longmeadow. Perhaps these are 
sights that we’ll all see more frequently. 

Within a few days of sighting the eagles, I was gaz¬ 
ing out at the river, enjoying the blue, cloudless sky 
and a relatively calm river when I noticed two large, 
bright white birds in the water. I didn’t need binoculars 
- just repositioning - to see that they were a mature 
swan couple. Again, in 17 years, this was my first 
sighting. Expecting a short visit from the swans, I 
grabbed a small loaf of bread and my camera and 
moved quickly (but cautiously) to the water’s edge. 

Poorly dressed for the cold weather but excited, I 
threw pieces of bread to them and they came closer 
to me. I hadn’t taken enough pictures when the bread 
ran out and I was forced to go back to the house for a 
jacket, gloves, and additional bread and rice cakes. 
They seemed to be finding good food under the water 
and enjoying the multigrain bread I had to offer. 

At one point, the female looked staight at me, 
opened her mouth, and hissed long and loudly at me. 
It scared and surprised me enough that I slipped on 
the ice and fell, cutting my hand in several places. I 
thought we were all enjoying ourselves! 

Rather than being scared, I just kept my distance 
and determined that she was thanking me for lunch as 
I continued to feed them until the bread ran out. I then 
began gliding rice cakes across the ice to them. 
These swans would rather eat nothing than rice cakes 
(like a lot of humans).

I took that to mean, an s o 
the bread, but forget the rice cakes!” 

Back to the house I went and emptied the freezer 
of all bread in supply. A quick glance at my Audubon 
Society guidebook revealed that these were mute 
swans They make no other noise but hissing, and 
can be identified by a black knob on the upper part of 
their beak. 

We enjoyed our afternoon together, but the threat 
of frostbite to my fingers drove me back to the house. 
The swans stayed in my yard and my neighbors’ until 
the lights went out around 11:00 p.m. The swans were 
glowing in the moonlight and continued to gently swim 
and eat when I said goodnight to them. The next 
morning, they were gone. 

A local naturalist told me that I had lived danger¬ 
ously, as the power of the wings of a swan could eas¬ 
ily break a human’s bones. Luck was with me; I had¬ 
n’t tried to get too close, just close enough for a photo 
opportunity. 

Two weeks later, another gift of Mother Nature 
arrived. I awoke to the sun shining and the birds chirp¬ 
ing outside of my room. Much to my surprise, it was 
not the usual sparrows, blue jays, ravens, or squirrels 
that I spotted. Before my eyes were 40 to 60 birds that 
I could not identify. Smaller than robins and blue jays, 
these grey-brown, sleek birds had eye masks (like 
old-time robbers in comic strips) and a dab of bright 
yellow on their tails (like DPW road paint). 

Having been in contact with my naturalist friend 
earlier in the week, I realized that these were the flock 
of cedar wax wings that had been spotted in other 
parts of town recently. Cedar wax wings travel in 
flocks and love eating berries of all sorts. By the time 
1 got downstairs and opened my living room blinds, 
every berry on my large holly bush outside my living 
room had been devoured. 

My friend revealed that this would not harm the 
holly bush and that the berries would return. Chances 
are that the cedar wax wings will, too! 

Take a little time out of your busy day and look out 
your window to see what gifts Mother Nature has sent

How to lied... 

A good way to control the swing and to coil the 
body to store energy during the backswing is to keep 
the left heel anchored firmly to the ground during the 
entire swing. 

All too often, golfers raise the left heel during the 
backswing and then emphatically bring it down to the 
ground during the downswing. It’s a show of force 
with negative consequences: the body releases the 
power it has stored during the backswing and sways 
to the left or lunges during the downswing.
